THE FRENCH DEFEATED. 

Surprised by a Force of Eighty Thou- 
sand Men at Tonquin, 



And Almost Completely Annihilated 
-Official Keport or the Bombard- 
ment of Poo Chow Gives 1,000 
Chinese Killed and 3,000 
Wounded. 

London. Aug. 28.— News Is just received 
from Shanghai to the effect that SO.Otm Chinese 
troops, who were secretly 
tier, suddenly invaded Tonquin. and 
some desperate and bloody " 
ed In completely annihilating the French 
troops in that province. The Chinese lost sev- 
eral thousand killed during the different en- 
gagements, which followed each other in 
rapid succession. 

According to the above, the mnssing of this 
large force on the frontio; has been going on 
for some time under supervision of experi- 
enced military leaders, ox i so well did they 
conduct the affair that th» French were un- 
aware of their proximity until they swept 
down on them like an avalanche. 

The French fought desperately and repeat- 
edly charged on tho Chinese lines, but as fast 



hand to hand encounters ensued, the French 
finally succumbing to overwhelming odds. 

London, Aug. 2".— A dispatch of to-day 
from Shanghai to Renter's Agency says: 

The French loss in the bombardment of 
Foo Chow was seven killed and fourteen 
wounded. Tho Chinese loss is estimated at 
1,000 killed and 8,000 wounded. 

The Chinese man-of-war Yanguri was ex- 
ploded by a torpedo after it, tired a broodsids 
at the French torpedo boat. 
The Ix.iler of the latter exploded by a hand 
mud* thrown from tho Yangwu, after 
hi. h the ls«it was sunk by the Voita. To
